Washington, Jan. 16.—Hie river and 
harbor appropriation bill carrying a to- 
tal of $34,000,000 and thus far with- 
out a single important item changed 
was again before the house today with 
a view to possible passage before ad- 
journment tonight. 


The bill carries $1,500,000 each to 
connect the Hudson i-iver with the great 
State barge canal, and for the I>elawaro 
river, from Philadelphia 
to the 
sea; 
$600,000 for the Norfolk-Beaufort in- 
land waterway, and other big projects. 


Consideration of the measure is fea- 
tined by a persistent

ducted by R»ip. Frear, of Wisconsin, re- 
publican. and Calloway, of Texas, demo- 
ci-at, wlio ohaj-ged that it is grossly ex- 
travagant.

Other meas- 
ureis likely will be bills on workmen's 
compensation and for the creation of a 
board of arbitration and conciliation, 
Local boards of review will lose much 
of their power if a bill the g-overnor has 
had drawn is enacted into law. l i pro- 
vides the state board of tax commis 
sioners fix the assessed valuation of cor- 
porations Buch as 
electric 
light, gas, 
•water, railroads, street car systems and 
other similar utilities. 
County asses- 
sors, who grossly under value would be 
removed from oiSce and his successor 
named by the county commissioners 
the substance of another bill the chief 
executive favors. 


Ralston Opposes It. 
Governor Ralston opposes the pro- 
posed constitutional tax amendment by 
former Senator E. B. Stotsenburg, of 
New Albany, which 
provides 
for the 
classification of property and for differ- 
ent assessments according to the valua- 
tion. 
This proposed amendment, which 
comes Tip for final ratification by the 
lef^lature at this session, along with 
tweiaty-one others, will be fought in 
both houses, members say. 


No member so far has announced hi? 
vili introduce a bill to amend the two- 
cent passenger fare law to permit rail- 
roads and Interurban 
lines 
to charge 
'2% cents a mile. Such legislation like- 
will he asked by the railway com- 
panies. 


The question of workmen's compensa- 
tion likely will develop into an inter- 
esting contest between the etate feder- 
ation of labor and the manufacturers' 
association of Indiana to have the leg- 
islature favor their respective bills on 
this 
subject. 
Senator Van Nuys, of 
Anderson, will introduce the bills Mon- 
day, he said. 


State Insurance Fund. 
A state insurance fund for the bencilt 
tit injured employes and the dependents 
of deceased employes would be created 
by the federation bill which also pro- 
vides for the 
administration of such 
funds by 
a state 
liability board of 
awards and defines rights, duties and 
labilities of employers and employes and 
makes appropriations. The treasurer of 
«tate would be custodian of the liabil- 
ity insvurance fund, while the liability 
board, consisting of a representative of 
labor, of the employers and the third 
member an attorney, 
would 
classify 
employment as to hazards and determine 
the premium to be paid. 


The manufacturers wotild not create 
a state insurance fund, but would, re- 
quire employers to give bond showing 
their ability" to meet the benefits, which 
the law would compel to be paid in case 
o^ injury. 


Employers and employes also will be 
interested in the measure to be intro- 
duced next week, providing for the crc- 
ation- of ft-board of conciliation and ar- 
bitration to mediate disputes between 
capital and labor. 
Governor Ralston 
is now considering a bill Representative 
Feick, of DeKalb county, proposes tu 
"introduce.

Indianapolis, Jan. 16.—James E. Wat- 
son, in a speech delivered in vigorous 
fashion at the Columbia club, last night 
made reply to the recent address of 
President Wilson in Indianapolis. 


He declared that the president's speech 
was made as "a feeler for the nomina- 
tion of 1916," and he expressed the be- 
lief that the much heralded address had 
failed to come up to the expectations of 
democratic leaders and was disappoint- 
ing to many of Mr. Wilson's friends. 


]VIr. Watson was given on ovation 
when he was presented by Charles W. 
Jewett, chairman of the Marion county 
Republican central committee. 
The ap- 
plause continued mxtil finally the aud' 
ience arose and cheered. 
About 400 
persons, representing the capacity of 
the assembly room, were present. Sev- 
eral women were in the audience. 


Mr. Watson's address was frequently 
punctuated by applause as he made 
thrust after thrust at the president's 
Tomlinson 
hall 
speech. 
There 
was 
laughter when Mr. Watson suggested 
that President Wilson had forgotten to 
mention Vice-President Marshall though 
he made reference to Indiana's demo- 
cratic senators. 


Denounces Low Tariff. 
The speaker said that the democrats 
are trying to place the responsibility 
for the present hard times on the Eu- 
ropean wax, but he said that the Under- 
wood tariff bill can not escape the re- 
sponsibility it deserves to bear. He said 
that as a result of substituting a demo- 
cratic tariff for the protective tarilf 
3,000,000 laborers are idle today and 
that capital is in hiding. 
He also sug- 
gested that the war tax, enacted in 
time of peace In this country, has a 
closer connection with the democratic 
tariff law than it has with the Euro- 
pean war. 


Ho declared that Pi-esident Wllaon's 
proposal 
of 
a 
national 
employment 
bureau is a new idea which no republic- 
an president ever found necessary to 
advance. 
He said that the democrats 
would find an employment bureau un- 
necessary if they should adopt a policy 
of government that would foster trader 
promote commerce and business and in- 
sure employment. 


IG WAR MOVEMENTS 
UNDER WAY IN EAST 


London, Jan. 10.—Seldom since the 
befrinning of the campaign in the east 
has the military situation been so un- 
certain as at the present. 
Several in- 
dependent movements, each with the 
possibility of vital consequences, are in 
progi-ess simultaneously. 


The latest phase of the sitiiation— 
the advance of 
a 
new Kussian army 
against West 
Prussia, 
in connection 
with the movement of the forces tl/at 
have invaded east Prussia—is believed 
in London to threaten the German forces 
in central Poland. 
The Russian general 
staff is convinced that the Germans 
west and southwest of Warsaw have de- 
termined on a general offensive move- 
ment. 
Further south German troops 
have reinforced the Austrians for a drive 
at the Russians designed 
to 
relievo 
Bukowina and northern Hungary from 
danger of further invasion. 


Fighting during the last few days has 
been rf a local character. The Austrian 
war office reports that in a violent ar- 
tillery combat along the Dunajec river, 
in Galicia, several 
Russian 
batteries 
were silenced. 
On the western battle- 


fields the allies and thé Germans are 
concentrating their efforts in the Aisne 
region. 
Following 
their 
defeat near 
Soissons, the French have fallen back 
to new positions and are struggling to 
stay the German advance. 


The Turkish military authorities are 
reported to have decided to attempt an 
invasion of Egypt. 
Such an expedition 
•will be a most hazardous one on account 
of the sandy wastes which an invading 
army would have 
to 
cross. 
British 
foi-ces have again invaded German ter- 
ritory in Africa. 
They captured Swa- 
kopmund, German Southwl^ Africa. 


The official announcement given out 
in Berlin yesterday relating the cap- 
ture of 6,200 French troops at Soissons 
and saying further that from 4,000 to 
5,000 French dead were found after the 
battle, concludes with the unusual as 
sertlon, "This is the truth." 


A wireless dispatch from Paris, copied 
in London, categorically denies these 
German figures. 
It says the French 
troops engaged in the Soissons battle 
were less than three brigade® and that 
consequently the Berlin figures cannot 
be correct.

Thousands of soldiers 
are on the ground and at work, digging 
out and burying the victims and cann{ 
for the survivors. 


The need of the latter, of whom theis 
are thousands upon thousands, homeless 
and generally penniless, is urgent, and 
the people from the king down are do- 
ing all possible to alleviate their condi- 
tion. The cold weather, which continué, 
adds to the terrible suffering and tem- 
porary buildings of 
wood are belag 
erected as fast as possible to house the 
homeless. 


The list of dead can still only be 
estimated but from what is known it is 
believed that 
at least 20,000 persons 
perished and that twice that nujnber 
were injm-cd. 
Avezzano with prolably 
10,000 and Sora with 4,000 dead, were 
the heaviest sufferers. 
The oth^ vic- 
tims are credited to the three score 
or more of towns and villages that felt 
the effects of the shocks. 


Telegram to Pope. 


Just how severely the ^larsica district 
suffered, in which Avezzano ia located, 
is best told in a terse telegram which 
Mgr. Bagnoli, bishop of th^ Marsica 
region, .sent to Pope Benedict. The telè- 
gram reads : 


"The IMarsica diocese has ^ c n trans- 
formed into a great c e m e t ^ . 
Avez- 
zano, Capelle and Paternoxaré razed and 
almost 
all 
inhabitants. 
Ecclesiastics 
some dead, some wounded. 


"A 
few villages in the diocese are 
immune but generaly desolation reigns. 
It is an Immense and disttessing catas- 
trophe." 


The pope in reply to tins distressing 
information wired the following: "Be- 
ing the father of all thç faithful, but 
grst of the unfortunate, I am pierced 
with grief by this Immense mlsfortime. 


"I extend my anna to my unhappy 
children and am praying for peace for 
the dead and comfort 
for the survivors." 


More womded having been brought 
to the Santa Marta hospital which is 
close to the Vatican, the pope again 
visited the patients there to comfort 
them. 
To each he gave a medal. 


King Victor Emmanuel and the queen 
mother Margarlte made th® rounds of 
the hospitals In Rome yesterday visit- 
ing the injured, of whom numbers are 
arriving hoiurly. 


Americana Give Aid. 


The American ambassador 
Thomas 
Nelson Page will visit the earthquake 
district today or tomorrow. 
The am- 
bassador has agreed with the mayor. 
Prince Colonna, that the best way for 
Americans to participate in the relief 
of the victims is do so as private indi- 
viduals. 
The 
kind 
sympathy, 
gener- 
osity and tact of the Americans, by 
which they will not infringe on Italy's 
decision to decline foreign official assis- 
ance though they will still largely con- 
tribute as private individimls to allevi- 
ate suffering, is causing a profound 
sentiment of gratitude. 
Tlie motor car 
with the staff from the American em- 
bassy visited the earthquake district 
yesterday and witnessed the work of 
rescue. 
They saw some of the victims 
extricated alive from the ruins and also 
visited the camps where refugees are 
centered. Tliey gave such help as they 
could, which was gratefully received. 
They Inquired about the victims and 
gained the information that there were. 
110 Americans 
among them 
although 
some are said to have claimed Ameri- 
can citizenship as they had lived in the 
United States for a time. 


The American automobile was greeted 
everywhere most cordially. 
It was the 
first embassy to show tangible sym- 
pathy by sending its staff to the scenes 
of desolation.

The building will cost fai the 
neighborhood of $14,000. 


C. J. Steiss, secretary of the park 
board, states that they exp«ct to rent 
j the privilege of the restaurant to some 
! man who will have the right to sell re- 
freshments and that the board expects 
to realize nearly $1,000 a year for this 
privilege. 
The secretary also states that 
the traction company has promiaed to 
run excursions from points south of the 
city to the park. 


This is not the only 
Lmprovem«nt 
which the board contemplates. 
It ex- 
jects to build a low dam 
across the 
river for boating pin-pose« and further 
up tha river to make a natural swim- 
ming pool. A building with lockers and 
rooms will be erected at this place. 


Several new athletic fields will tin 
placed in the park and another shelter 
' to cost $2,500 to be erected at this place. 


Other improvements will include road- 
ways, paths, the planting of shrubbery 
and trees. 
However the board does not 
intend to change the topography of the 
park very mueh. 


J. M. E. Beidel has drawn the plans 
for the large shelter. 
Asa W, Grosve- 
nor for the dam and Frank Randall, the 
city engineer, has 
made 
th* 
general 
plans. To defray the expenses of these 
improvements the property owners in 
the southwestern part of the d t y includ- 
ing all south of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and west of Calhoun street, "will 
be assessed. 


The park board believes that property 
owners will gladly defray the expenses 
of these improvements, for they will not 
only Increase the beauty and service- 
ability of the park itself, but will add 
to the value of property generally in the 
southwestern s ^ i o n of Fort Wayne.

The War on the Amendnents. 


The coining week promises to bring in the legisla- 
ture sometliirig of a fight on three of the proposed consti- 
tutional amendments. They are the provision to increase 
the terms of state officials from two years to four, and 
making the incumbent ineligible to suceed himself, the 
male suffrage provision, which would inhibit the legisla- 
ture from enacting an equal suffrage law, and the pro- 
vision to givt the legislature authority to classify prop- 
erty for taxation. 


As a matter of fact, the adoption of any of the pro- 
posed amendments is of doubtful propriety. 
Some of 
them have merit and are calculated to bring about needec 
reforms. But other reforms just as necessary are oon- 
i^icuous by their absence. It is as best an attempt to do 
ilork by piecemeal. Indiana will get a vastly better job 
of the thing when a constitutional convention is author- 
ized to completely rewrite the charter of the state, and 
l^e. %ht for that will undoubtedly be continued, amend- 
ments or no amendments at the present session. 


Hon. James E. Watson has been moved to reply to 
the president's recent Indianapolis speech, and in 
an address before a republican organization at the state 
capital, he flays the administration, declares that Wil- 
Bon's rule has been a failure and that his Indianapolis 
speech was ''a feeler for the nomination of 1916.*' The 
eloquent Rushville statesman, who has been markely sub- 
dued the past two years, began to pianifest a desire to 
''come back" soon after he was casually ^'mentioned*' as 
the republican senatorial candidate next year. And we 
are glad to note it. The gifted Mr. Watson is one of the 
figures that makes Indiana politics very real, always in- 
teresting and never without its engaging diversions. 


As further details come the horror of the earthquake 
effects in Italy is steadily magnified, and the total of dead 
and injured, and the vastness of the rmn are as yet all 
unmeasured. The presence of death "and suffering at 
home, however, may have the effect of restraining Italy 
from plunging into the European war—a contingency that 
has been threatening from almost the first. The cost of 
either in human life and in property, loss would not, per- 
haps vary greatly, and Italy, having made this tremend- 
ous sacrifice involuntarily, wiU scarcely be tempted to de- 
liberately offer another on the altar of the war spirit.

He is accused of spending much 
of his earnings for drink, of being ex- 
tremely brutal and cruel when" drunk, 
of striking her frequently and of ap- 
plying vile names and epithets to her. 
She says also that he has been cruel to 
his child and has shown no parental 
f i l i n g toward it. 
She wants the court 
to decree a separation from bed 
and 
board and order the defendant to make 
provision, for the support of herself and 
the child. 


Wants Wife Declared Insane. 


. William Toensing has filed a petition 
ill the circuit court to have his wife, 
Paulina Toensing, declared insane. Some 
weeks ago Mrs. Toensing filed one ot 
the most sensational divorce complaints 
brought into the local courts for a long 
time, alleging shocking cruelties toward 
her by her husband and alleging that he 
illegally had her declared an insana per- 
son by a commission that sat Without 
her presence. The present suit is to pro- 
cure an approval by the circuit court of 
the findings of the lunacy commission.

HAVE NEVER BEEN CHANGED, DECLARES DR. LYON 


T H E W A G E S OF SIW. 


Rom. 6:23—"The wages of 
sin 
is 
death. 
But the gift of God is eternal 
life through JesuB Christ our Lord." 


The saddpst fact in human history 
Is sin. 
It is sin that has caused thl« 
old worid'B bitterest sorrow»,- it 
has 
whitened the hair and 
furrowed 
the 
brow before 
its time. 
It ha« 
caused 
the troubled days and 
the 
aleeple« 
nights. 
The greatest message of any 
true minister of the gospel must be sal- 
vation from sin. 


There are three facta to be consid- 
ered on this subject: First, the imiver- 
sality of sin; second, the results of sin; 
and third, the cure of sin. 


Let 118 note in the first place the ujd- 
versality of sin. 


Four Definitions of Sin. 


There arc at least four definitions of 
sin recorded in the Scriptures. 
The 
first is gi%'en by, John, who said that 
"Sin is the transgression of the law." 
This is the sin of commission. Can any- 
one truthfully say that he has kept all 
the commandmentB ? I believe not one 
in this audience can say it. 


The second definition is that given by 
James and is callcd the sin of omission. 
James says: "He that knoweth to do 
good and doetli it not, to him it Is sin." 
When one knows what he ought to do, 
but does not do it he is guilty of the 
sin of omission. 
Can anyone say hon- 
estly and truthfully that he has done 
everything that he ought to have done? 


Paul is the author of the third defini- 
tion. 
He says: "Whatsoever is not of 
faith is sin." 
This is the allowing of 
the doubtful thing. 
Are you sure that 
everything you 
have done 
is exactly 
what you ought to have done? 
Now 
add to John's definition and James' defi- 
nition and Paul's definition, that 
of 
Christ Himself. 


This fourth definition and the one 
that strikes most deeply Into the heart 
of humanity was given by Jesus Christ, 
when peaking about only one form of 
sin. 
He said: "Whosoever looketh on 
sin to desire it hath already committed 
it." 
Sin, therefore, consists not only 
of the act, but also 
of the 
thought. 
Therefore, In the faoe of 
the«« 10™- 
definitions of sin can anyone say he Is 
not a sinner? 
"If wo say we have no 
sin we deceive ourselves and the truth 
Is not in us." "All have sinned," sayB 
the word of God. 
Bather put ft this 
way, 'T have sinned and come short of 
the" glory of God." 


Kosult of SIb. 


In the second place the result of sin 
Is made »pparent In the text: 
"The 
wages of sin Is death." And those wages 
have never been changed. 
Sin works 
automatically. 
Its result is 
spiritual 
death, not by an arbitrary fiat of Deity, 
but by the operation of tho natural, unl- 
versai law of cause and effect. 


If I put my hand into the fire It Is 
burned; If I put my head on the rail- 
road track ahead of a locomotive go- 
ing at forty miles an how- I will get 
hurt. 
This Is natural law and what we 


can «zpeei a« the result of breaking i^ 


The followers of Mrs. Eddy 
claim 
that Bin is a figment of the imagina- 
tion. If that is true imagination would 
be a good thing to pay grocery bills 
with, wouldn't it? 
Just say you don't 
believe in bills and won't pay them. 
A 
boy was asked by an Eddyist how his 
grandfather was. The boy replied that 
he was sick. 
"You musn't say he is 
sick," said the lady. 
"You must say, 
'He thinks ha is sick.' " Soon after this 
the gk-andfather died, and t h e . lady, 
meeting the boy, again inquired about 
his grandfather. The boy, remembering 
the correction, replied: "Grandpa thinks 
he is dead." 
Jesus Christ would not 
have come down from heaven to save 
man from a figment of imagination. 


Sin is death to spiritual influence and 
effectivenMi. Why is it so many people 
of strong intellect, with genial natures 
and fine emotions 
are so 
absolutely 
worthless ii\ exerting any effective in- 
fluence for good? 
It is because they 
love sin which they are not willing to 
give up. 


I once asked a young man in college 
why he did not help to save other young 
men, and he replied that if he tried 
anything of that kind they would call 
him down. 
They would say to him: 
"Jim, go home and fix yourself up. We 
are just as good as you are, and you 
know it." 
Tlie consciousness of sin was 
blighting his power and paralyzing his 
Influence. 


Sin Death to Conscience. 


Sin is death to conscience and the 
higher feeling. 
One of thé best evi- 
dences of growth in grace is a deeper 
sensitiveness to sin, and one of the siur- 
est evidences of backsliding is a less 
sensitiveness to sin. 
When your con- 
science begins to prick you there is a 
growth, of grace in your heart. Wardens 
of penitentiaries say that the wickedest 
criminals are the soundest sleepers. 
A 
man in a German prison, who had killed 
four persons and burned nine houses; 
who had been a criminal for years, said 
he knew he was not perfect and had 
made a few mistakes in his life, but he 
was better than most people. 


Should I go Into this congregation and 
ask a man if ha were a Christian and 
he would say he was not, but was living 
a good life and was all right, he would 
not be telling tho truth. 
If you think 
you are all right you may be sure you 
are about all vn-ong. 
To hear 
some 
folks brag about their goodness you 
Wonder why wings have not sprouted 
long ago. 
The saddest thing about sin 
Is that It produces spiritual lethargy 
and blights the conscience and the soul 
loses all desire for salvation. 


Résulta of Continued Crime. 


The pirate Gibbs in the early history 
of this country convicted <rf piracy on 
the high seas and sentenced to be hung, 
said that when he first started on hfa 
life of crime the victim« of his act« 
would haimt him day and night. 
Bufl 
so long he kept It up that he finally 


reached the point where he could kilP 
an entire crew without compunction and 
then lie down on the bloody deck, w t h 
the bodies of the slain men lying all 
about him and sloep as peacefully as a 
babe at its mother's breast. 
Such is 
the blighting, damning result of sin.

As B6OU as her hiiar 
band discovered her condition ho sum-

Indanapolis, Ind., Jan. 10.—Echoes of 
years the wily Chinese mind a«d the 
dcuriiunatiun of forciigii utliciais in tlio 
dragon land to socure a tribimal where 
citizens of foreign nationa may get jus- 
tice 'according to Occidental atändards 
has been clashing. 


Tie. result lias been the international 
mixed comrt of Shanghai, probably the 
most unique judicial organization 
in 
the -world today. 


Its inception lay in the treaty stipu- 
lations China made with the 
United 
States, Great Britain and other powers, 
wherein she signed away her jurisdic- 
tion over foreigners within hor 
boun- 
daries. 
It was agreed to under force, 
as part of China's expiation for 
the 
crimes of celestials against foreigners 
and foreign capital. 


Ever since then CTiina has tried by 
every subterftige to evade the treaty 
fiüflllment. 


Since the revolution of 
1911, 
how- 
erer, many of the traditional practices 
of the Chinese to thwart, hamper and 
misdirect justice in this court have com- 
pletely disappeared, due to the initia- 
tive taken at that time by the foreign 
governments. 


The law is adminSatered in the inter- 
national mixed court by a native magie- 
trate and a foreign ass^eeor, or law of- 
ficer, sitting jointly. 


Frank W. Hadley, a Califomlan, ha» 
been for some years American associate 
justice of the mixed court. 
His 100- 
pagp. memorandum, submitted 
to the 
state department recently, constitutes 
the only collected accoimt of the history 
and operation of this strange judicial 
institution. 


"The foreign law officer»," he 
said 


here recently in an interview, "have 
extended the assumption of powers into 
the humanitarian 
field. 
By 
arrange- 
ments with three charitable institutions 
under foreign control, they have solved 
the disposition of female prisoners. 
\ "Women and girls brought in 
from 
brothels and their unlaAvful masters are 
cent to these institutions for reforma- 
tion and protection. 
Once behind these 
doors they are safe. A girl is commit 
ted witJi the understanding that she is 
to be educated, and 
when ^ she 
has 
reached a marriageable age, or after it 
is deemed that her nature has tmder- 
gone a suillcient change, she is to be 
wedded to a suitable mate, a list of 
eligible husbands being kept on hand 
for this purpose. 


"Shanghai is the only dty In China 
where the bamboo is not aoministered 
as a punishment for crime, the officials 
in other cities having ignored the im- 
perial edict for its abolition. Although 
regretting the loss of tbla moat effec- 
tive mode of pimWhrnent, the foreign 
aascssors felt it wiser to yield to the 
pressure of foreign sentiment back of 
the imperial rescript. 


"They refiwed, bowerer, to yield up 
the 'cangue* (a bou<d bung upon the 
neck to deserlbe the crime) and sbip 
and wharf 
thievee 
and 
over-ardent 
masbers are labeled and paraded about 
the scene of their offense by policemen. 
The loss of 7aoe' is a poignant disgrace 
to the Chinese, one week in the 'can- 
gue' being considered equal 
to 
two 
months' imprisonment." 


Official corruption, as well as organ- 
ized thievery, arson and crime of more 
serious nature hare been largely cured 
by the mixed court.

Food 
there is plenty, but its transportation to 
many of'the towns affected "i's all but 
impossible because of obstructed roaos. 


Rescue, .work is. .now._ going ahead 


feverishly, for each hour of delay means 
death by starvation or exhaustion for 
buried victims. From town after town 
in the stricken section come reports of 
excavation of ruins that was too late 
to save lives. 


Attention gradually i? turning from 


Avezzano tho center of the disturbance, 
and the greatest sufferer to other and 
smaller towns where a-n almost equally 
largo percentage of the population was 
destroyed. 
In only one- cose so far— 


that of Sora—do late reports show that 
the effects of the earthquake were less 
disastrous than had he«n feared. Only 
300 of Sora's 17,000 persons appear to 
have been lulled. 


While train loads of injured continue 


to arrive in Rome additional details of 
the hofror come in, all tending to con- 
firm earlier estimates of the tremendous 
loss of life.

next to Avezza.no th« towns to stiffer 
the most are Pescina, with 4,500 vic- 
tims; Paterno with 1,000 dead; and

The horror of possible flood added to 


fa-mino and suffering from cold exists 
in the neighborhood of the Fucino canal, 
which hafi been obstructed and dammed 
up by a landslide »t Montecorvino- Ro- 
vella. Soldiers and civilians are work- 
ing deiperately to clear the canal. 


Though it seems to be definitely es- 


tablished that the present earthquake 
will not rival that of Messina in 180S 
in the number of dead, the percentage 
of casualties in proportion to the popu- 
lation affected appears to bo much high- 
er, due, it seems, to the dry construc- 
tion of tho buildings that was almost 
universal throughout the stricken dis- 
trict. Messina had 76,483 dead and 05.- 
470 injured; present reports indicate 
20.000 deaths and twice as many in- 
jured in this catastrophe. The only 
buildings not levelled by this earthquake 
were tho few made with reinforced con- 
crete. The absence of foreigners in the 
district now devastated is another point 
of difference between this quake and the 
last. Xot only were the American con- 
sul and his wife killed at Messina, but 
a long list of tourists from the United 
States were reported missing, in addi- 
tion to travellers from other countries. 
So one not an Italian has as yet been 
reported as injured or missing in the 
present disaster.

TRENCHES AT THE FRONT. 


The War on the Amendnents. 


The coming week promiseg to bring in the legisla- 


ture something of a fight on three of the proposed consti- 
tutional amendments. They are the provision to increase 
the terms of state officials from two years to four, and

As a matter of fact, the adoption of any of the pro- 


posed amendments is of doubtful propriety. 
Some of 


them have merit and are calculated to bring about needed 
reforms. But other reforms just as necessary are oon- 
gpicuous by their absence. It is as best an attempt to do 
*6rk by piecemeal. Indiana will get a vastly better job 
of'the thing when a constitutional convention is author- 
ized to completely rewrite the charter of the state, and 
the fight for that will undoubtedly be continued, amend- 
ments or no aimendments at the present session. 


Hon. James E. Watson has been moved to- reply to 


the president's recent Indianapolis speech, and In 
an address before a republican organization at the state 
capital, he flays the administration, declares that Wil- 
son's rule has been a failure and 'that his Indianapolis 
speech was "a feeler for the nomination of 1916." The 
eloquent Rushville statesman, who has been markely. sub- 
dued the past two years, began to manifest a desire to 
"come back" soon after he was casually "mentioned" as 
the republican senatorial candidate next year. And we 
are glad to note it. The gifted Mr. Watson is one of the 
figures that makes Indiana politics very real, always in- 
teresting and never without its engaging diversions.

America.

Only the other 
day, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Jones ot Col- 


ilnaville. 111., killed her husband, 
Benjamin. a miner.

started be&tlng Mrs. Jonea. 
He 


threw her on the floor and reached 
over to strike her in the face. She 
had previously armed herself with 
a. revolver, which she had 
con-" 


cealed in her dress. As he stooped, 
»he shot once, the bullet penetrat- 
ing his .heart and killing him in- 
(tantly. 


The police were attracted by the 


iihot. 
.."I've killed him this time," Mrs. 
Jones said. She took the revolver 
from the dresser drawer, where she 
had replaced it after shooting her 
husband. She surrendered It to the 
police. 


Jones was known as a wife beater. 


' Recently he served a short term In 


the -Madison County 
.Tall at Ed-. 


wardsvillc for cruelty to his wife 
and children. 


Jones had failed utterly to take 


heed from similar experiences. Kill- 
ing will not lessen wife beating. The 
Ink on the closing court records of 
Mrs. Ada Owsley, who killed her 
husband, was hardly dry when Mrs. 
.Tones killed 
her 
husband. 
Mrs. 


Owsley pleaded, guilty 
and 
was 


paroled because the State could not 
net. evidence to prove she was not 
justified. 
Mrs. Emily C. Roberts 


won an acquittal after her husband 
was slain. 


One ot the most famous cases 


was that of Mrs. Charles A. Pat- 
terson of Denver, who killed her 
mate because of abuse,

in reach of your 
pocketbook, so 


that's what I assess you. You needn't 
pay H to the city, however. You'll 
just pay it to your wife at the rate 
of 512 a week, until the full $500 Is 
paid out.

Birds and Animals Which 


Are Used to Cold in 


Their Native Heath Like 


Winter While in Cap- 


tivity, While Those From 


Warm Climates Are 


Sheltered in Hot Houses 


The thousands of roonlteyi in the 


North American zoological garden! 
are toasting their toes over gloves 
while winter reigns, or are sitting 
as close together a* possible to 
warm each other with their bodily 
heat The monkey in a tropical ani- 
mal and winter U a terror for him. 


Down In the Hop sages stoves are 


needed also to civ* a tropical tem- 
perature to the king of beasts, who 
would soon expire were he turned 
loose on a winter morning in the 
Northern United States. The Keep- 
Ing of the great zoological gardens 
in New York entails an enormous 
expense, in addition to the caging 
and feeding of the animals, for the 
beasts from the tropics and even 
from the semi-tropical countries run 
up a bis coal bill, as every city in 
the winter belt with a coo h»» 
found. 
- 


There Is one animal which enjoys 


the cold weather to the full, and 
that is his majesty the polar bear. 
•Unlike his darker colored cousin 
v/iio crawls into a, hole and sucks 
bis paw for from six weeks to three 
months every winter, the polar bear 


mals. While in their wild state they 
migrate south when winter comes. 
But In captivity they cannot go 
South and they do as well In the 
North as if they had left home. 
Birds do not fly South for warmth 
go much &• for food. When winter 
•weepi across Hudson Bay the wild 
water fowl must move on because 
their feeding places are covered 
with snow. In city xoo they are 
provided with food and are willing 
to remain where they are. 


Eagles and owls do not migrate. 


• They usually nest in protected places 


and they live on animal food most- 
"ly, which can be found in winter as 
well as in summer. 


The 
buffalo, 
which 
migrated 


across the country before the days 
of the white man, la Just as well oft 
in captivity. 
He lives In Yellow- 


stone National Park the year around 
and eats hay furnished by the gov- 
ernment in winter.

PELICANS WARM SELVES 
NEAK COAL liEATEB. 


A visitor in one of the big zoologi- 


cal gardens the other day found a 
flock of twenty pelicans warming 
themselves by a coal heater. Pell- 
cans cannot stand cold like other 
migratory birds. The ducks, geese 
and swans pay little attention to the 
cold as long as they have plenty ot 
food and have running w.ater to 
play in. 
This water is supplied 


from city hydrants and these birds 
play along the Icy banks much like 
they do in the summer time along 
Hudson Bay. These birds nest in a 
land of cold. 
Hunters frequently 


find great nesting fields full of 
hatching geese, while icebergs are 
still floating on Hudson Bay. 


Nearly all American zoos have 


animals imported from Asia and 
Africa and Australia, With few ex- 
ceptions these animals are accus- 
tomed to warm climates. An ex- 
ception is the zebu, the sacred bull 
of India. The zebu can adapt him- 
self to any kind of temperature. 
He has enjoyed himself on top c£ 
the Himalayas and along the sultry 
jcacoastat the mouth of the OiaTiccs.

fed. The ostrich is a warm weath- 
er bird in his native heath, but he 
can survive the rigors of winter- if 
the ground is not too sleety. 


Caring for animals in the zoo, 


either in winter or summer, is a task 
for a man of nerve and quick de- 
cision. The big elk, with his long 
antlers, which he sheds every year 
and grows again, often becomes 
vicious. The harmless .looking buck 
deer with his mild eye can kick like 
a pile driver. The kangaroo and 
ostrich can kick either forward or 
backward, and also sideways, with 
the strength of a mule. 


The man who takes care of such 


animals always has to be on his 
guard. He usually rules by kindness, 
for animals are treacherous to 
those who mistreat them. This is 
especially true of the cat like ani- 
mals.. They watch their keepers 
and when a man's back is turned 
they rush to the attack with vicious- 
ness. 


The story of how keepers have 


risked their lives to attend to their 
charges in the zoological gardens 
are in circulation constantly. The 
latest come? from Toledo, where a 
keeper. ILoiris P. Scherer. trimmed

About that time I was tho guest in 


a home where an aged minister was the 
trandfatlicr—a man whose long life ol 
Christian service bad taught him uuin> 
essons about the spiritual nurture o 
children. As we talked about teaching 
ittlo children to pray, and how carl>

understand its meaning, he. 


said to me. "The Holy Spirit can re- 
veal thing*1 to the heart of a child that 
neither you nor I could make clear to 
him."

for one of these penal settlements 
brought over one pair of English 
rabbits and turned them loose in his 
bai-k yard as pets for his ehildreu. 
The pals walked and loped around 
tlie bark yard in hopes of finding 
other rabbits. 


Australia is a peculiar land. Prior 


to the time of the white man the 
island never had a horse, sheep. 
Koat, cow. rabbit, sparrow, eagle or 
nny of tlie other animals common, 
tu the rest orC the world. They had 
bears in Australia, but they were 
dwarfed bears, which carried their 
young on their backs. Instead of 
•doer they had kangaroos, which 
have a pouch in which they place 
their young and carry Llicm with 
them as they lope around the bush. 
Australia is so peculiar that the 
cherries there grow witji the stones 
on the outside. It toolfan Austral- 
ian to devise the boomerang, and 
to this day there are non« who can 
throw a boomerang with such suc- 
cess as an Australian. 


Australia is tha biggest island In 


tlie world. It is too big, in fact, to 
bo called an island, and is yet too 
•small to be classed as a continent. 
•In addition to its size it is peculiar 
in nearly every other way. Even the 
forests there do not grow thick as 
in the rest of the world. The trees 
are scattered -with grass growing 
around them. The deserts art part- 
ly grassy and the fertile valleys are 
not subjected to violent rains. 


Australia was separated from the 


• rest of the world by wide oceans 


and for that reason vegetation and 
animal life developed Independent- 
ly. It is supposed that Europe and 
America were connected long after 
the Australian separation, as simi- 
lar animals are found on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 


It was in this strange land that 


the pair of rabbits found themselves. 
The winter was so mild it could 
hardly be classed as .winter. 
The 


xlays were longer in December than 
jn June. 
June was winter with 


a cool breeze blowing from, the 
south, but the wind was not cool 
enough ^o affect the 
vegetation. 


Hunters were scarce. 
There were 


no chicken hawks 'nor coyotes, the 
deadly foes of little rabbits. 


"Such a delightful place to 6ving 


up a family of little rabbits," the 
pidr agreed.

biis had produced four litters of 
eipht rabbits each. "By the time the 
third litter was reaching the wean- 
ing stage the first litter had estab- 
lished fo"r separate homes and 


. all were raising families.

Brer 'and Jlrs. Brer Rabbits, be- 
cause there were no weasels, skunks, 
chicken hawks, eagles'or crows to 
eat them. Furthermore, there were

SIXTY RABBITS IN 
FIRST TWELVE MONTHS. 


Before the first twelve months 


were over the rabbit population of 
Australia was estimated at sixty. 
That was in 1851. 
No census has 


been kept since the first j-ear. as 
the rabbits became too numerous to 
feed and were cast adrift by their 
owners, but at the rate of rabbit 
increase for the -first year thero 
were 3.600 rabbits in Australia by 
1862. 
By 1853 the population had 


increased to 216,000, if the rate of 
increase continued. If the ratio of 
increase was . continued the next 
twelve months the rabbit population 
was not less than 12,960,000. 


At that rate the population was 


way up in the billions before our 
Civil "War was under way. 
It Is 


natural -to suppose that there were 
counteracting: forces, such as over- 
population, and the dingoes, a. sort 
o£ Australian wolf, to cut down the 
supply of rabbits. 
The prosperity 


of the rabbits increased the dingoes 
and' there are more of those wild 
dogs of Australia, today than ever 
before in the history of the Island. 


The dingoes used to be consid- 


ered the enemy of ma.nkind, but to- 
day they are welcomed as friends of 
man, because they'kill the rabbits. 
The government tried offering & 
bounty for the slaughter of the 
pests, but It did no good. The rab- 
biU ate the bark'off'of youns grow- 
ing trees, they. ate.tip the crops, 
tho.y killed the pasturage' for the 
cattle. 


The rabbits even ate the grass off 


until the sheep, which,crop closer 
than any other of the. quadrupeds, 
starved to death after them. It is 
estimated that in the last ten year* 
the rabbitn havp. done more than a 
thousand million dollars' worth of 
damage, »nd every known mean* 


hu been undertaken to check them. 


An industry has sprung out of it 


—: rabbiting — and men known as 
rabbitm follow it the year around. 
They hunt and trap and kill the 
rabbits for the bounty the govern- 
ment gives. . The carcasses are 
shipped in refrigerator ships to 
various countries and the skins are 
exported by the thousands to Eu- 
rope, -where they are mado up into 
furs. 


The natives are not adverse to 


selling the rabbits to someone else 
to eat, but among themselves most 
of them would as soon eat crow as 
to touch a piece of rabbit meat. So 
much do they hate the pests that 
each bite would be bitter to their 
mouths, for the rabbits have made 
them suffer greatly. 


Poisoning has been tried, and in 


that way millions of rabbits have 
been killed. 
Trapping is resorted 


to, and rabbit drives are held and 
rabbits are driven into pens, where 
they pile up in hundreds and are 
killed. Scientists have been trying 
to find some disease that will kill 
them off like the cholera that af- 
fects hogs, but so far they • have 
failed. 
WEASEL AND MONGOOSE 
CAN'T BIIJ' BABBITS. 


Tho government 
imported ths 


weasel and mongoose to kill the 
rabbits. 
They were not able to 


make even an appreciable dent in. 
the supply. And as the rabbit de- 
stroyers showed a greater liking for 
poultry than for tha rabbits, they 
added to the list of pests instead of 
decreasing it. 


The rabbits have thrived beyond 


an comprehension. Three and four 
and even more Utters of rabbits are 
raised every year, with 6te or eight 
young to the litter. Thus they In- 


, world without end—ad in- 


flnltum. 


Tho English rabbits, which are 


larger than tho American kind, de- 
creased in size when taken to Aus- 
tralia, but increased In appetite, if 
anything, and their health is dis- 
tressfully good. 


The only effective means ever 


found of checking them Is the rab- 
bit-tight fence, and this has to be 
set in the ground or they will dig 
under it. The government has spent 
vast sums to fence certain parts of 
the land off from the remainder and 
thus try and control the rabbits. 


By a woven wire fence more than 


a thousand miles long the extreme 
western part of the continent has 
been fenced off from the remainder 
of the country, and the rabbit situa- 
tion is. under control there. 
Indi- 


vidual farmers in many parts have 
their entire farms rabbit fenced and 
leaving a gate open there is almost 
a crime in the eyes of the natives. 


A peculiarity of the rabbits is 


that they shift around from one part 
of the country to the other in 
droves, and come like a scourge of 
grass hoppers when they move to 
new pastures. 
Their appearance 


ranks with an "outbreak of cholera, 
or smallpox for popularity. 


The government has offered a 


quarter of a million dollars to any- 
one who will devise a method ot 
ridding the country of thorn. The 
modern St. Patrick or the Ficd 
Piper who makes away with them 
will be able to dictate his own 
terms to the country, and can win 
another fortune in New Zealand, 
where the rabbit in the same sort of 
a disaster, pest and scourge,

War Affect* Pottery. 


The American demand for several 


minor mineral 
products will b« 


stimulated by the changes in trad* 
with Europe, with the result of in- 
creasing materially the production 
for 1914 and following years. 
In 


the cast of pottery this movement 
toward a stronger hold ot the do- 
mestic market is already well un- 
der way. 
The production in 1911 


was the largest in the history of the 
industry. 
The underlying cause of 


this prosperity is no doubt the im- 
provement in the character of the 
American proluct in texture, finish, 
color, decoration and the prevention 
of crazing, the higher grades of 
American pottery equaling if not 
surpassing some of the best import- 
ed ware. For many years the value 
of the Imported pottery exceeded 
the value of that made at home, but".. 
about the close of the nineteenth 
century domestic production caught 
up with imports, and since that time 
it has greatly exceeded them, the 
production in 1913 being nearly 
four times as great in value as the 
imports. There was, however, last 
year a considerable decrease in ex- 
ports, of pottery, a record which 
should now be reversed by reason" 
of the changes in the world's com- 
merce that have become inevitable.

The safety of water supplies when 


near sources of possible surface pollu-

Tho farm well, especially a shal- 


low dug well, should be located some- 
what above the barn yards, and stock 
pens, at least In tuch a position th-t 
the surface drainage from all possible 
sources of contamination Is aw«r. 
from the well. 


If local conditions and prices will 


permit, it Is a good idea to provide 
impervious floors with water-tight 
drains for farm buildings and stock 
pens. Under tha same conditions con- 
crete manure pits might well be pro- 
vided to not only prevent the liquid 
manure from polluting the neighbor- 
ing coll but to save the manure. No 
garbage, manure, or rubbish should 
be dumped into sinks or basins In the 
Immediate neighborhood, and these 
should bo fenced oft and kept free 
from polluting matter.

chen should be deposited In tightly

To hold our young people on the 


farm we must make farm life more

hard to obtain, cisterns may be used 
where the storu of rain water and 
surface supplies wlll\be filtered and 
partially purified. 


The cistern should be of water- 


tight construction, to prevent leakage 
and to prevent pollution from the 
nelRhborint' soil. It should have an 
overflow drain and a tight cover. 
There should also be suitable pro- 
vision for straining or filtering the 
,vatcr previous to its entrance to the 
cistern. 


Farm wells are often polluted from 


local sources. Thpy are often located 
for convenience near the barn or 
stable, or close to the back door, out 
ot which household slops are thrown. 
Tho Boll surrounding the well becomes 
saturated with organic fllth and al- 
lows the surface water percolating 
through it to carry Its load of con- 
tain'.. j.tlon Into the well. 


The curbing or covering Is often 


loosely constructed of boards, per- 
mitting small animals and vermin to

A Feeding Suggestion 


I am a great believer In shredded 


corn fodder, but I have never yet 
tried to fatten cattle without giving 
them the real corn In addition.

Triple Entente Has 
Doubtless Agreed 
That the Turkish 


Empire, Which Has 


Been a Factor in 
European History 
Since 1453, Must 


Retreat Across 
the Bosphorus 


It was more than a half century 


ago when the ambitions of tne Czar 
caused him to announce to the other 
crowned heads of Europe that the 
"Sick- Man of Europe" could not last 
much longer,' and that all should 
take part in the funeral. England, 
however, stood In the way of Rus- 
sian aggression and saved Turkey 
for Hie time from being gobbled up 
by the great Slav bear. 


England did not act out of love 


tor Turkey, but because she feared 
Russia, "the bear that walks like a 
man." 
With Russian ships sailing 


out of Constantinople the big coun- 
try of tho East could battle with 
England for the possession of India, 
and threaten English aggression in 
Egypt. The rest of the powers fol- 
lowed England's lead and helped 
block Russia from Turkey. Ambi- 
tion was at the bottom of all the 
European powers. All hoped that 
some time they might be In a better 
position to take part of the great 
Ottoman'Empire and be In a posi- 
tion to dictate questions of Impor- 
tance in the Orient. 


Great Britain owes her sea power 


to her marvelous strategic position 
In the. Atlantic and to her two great 
victories over the Spanish and 
French navies. The first of these 
victories was when Drake and his 
men beat the invincible Spanish Ar- 
mada. The second was when Nel- 
son forever wiped out Napoleon's 
navy at Trafalgar. 
England's only 


possiblo opponents remaining were 
Germany, Austria and Russia. Ger- 
many is to the back of England and 
cannot get into the ocean -without 
making a. trip through the ICnellsh 
Channel. Austria's seacoapt islimit- 
ed to a little space on tbo Adriatic. 
Russia is also penned in back of 
England. 


A chance to gain a strategic point. 


in the- naval position ot the world 
was seen by the Czar if ho coul'l 
take Constantinople. Turkey was 
too weak and sick to ta.ke advant- 
age of her position. Jf Russia could 
pet it she would be a power In thy 
world. Back of Constantinople is 
the Black Sea. There Russia could 
build her ships and she could pro- 
tect her navy yards by mining tho 
Straits of the Bosphorr,?. Phe could 
sally forth into the Mediterranean 
and could work havoc on the ship- 
ping of any country with which she 
might be at war. True. England 
owns Gibraltar, and eould prevent 
ships from parsine that way. hut 
Russia did not want to pass tbat way. 
She would be near enough to the 
Suez Canal to send a licet there and 
capture it before England coui'l get 
through Gibraltar. 
It would cive 


Russia a wonderful hand. 


That is why she plotted the down- 


fall of Turkey. England saw the 
game and decided to help tho sick 
man for her own benefit ?'ne cmjM 
keep Turkey alive as a buffer Fiat<\

RUSSIA'S IX5NO 
STRUGGLE POH SEA. 


•Russia has had a long struggle to 


reach tho sea. She came into na- 
tional consciousness long after En- 
gland and Prance and other mari- 
time powers. She forced an outlet 
to the Baltic Sea and there built Bt 
Petersburg, now Petrograd, The 
capital was moved there from Mos- 
cow. 
But the seaport on the Baltic 


was not as good as an outlet on 
some, biff ocean and the Czar moved 
north to the Arctic Sea, where he 
has a summer outlet at Archangel. 
Ho then moved south to the Black 
Sea, and waa planning to sain the 
Mediterranean, when England in- 
tervened for the sake of Turkey. 


Russia then turned eastward, 


crossing Siberia and building the 
great Siberian Railway. She opened 
a port at Vladivostock, but that port 
is open only part of the year 
be- 


cause of winter. She built another 
branch of the road across Manchu- 
ria to Port Arthur, and gobbled up 
tha territory. At last it seemed her 
ambitions as a great maritime pow- 
er were about to be accomplished. 
On the Pacif.r. she had decided to de- 
velop her great sea power, but she 
had not reckoned with Japan. The 
.Taps crossed to Port Arthur without 
the formality ot a 
declaration ot 


war and attacked tho Russians. 
I,ater war was declared, and the 
Russians were defeated. Foiled In 
tho East, Russia again is looking 
with lonsing eyes toward the 
sick 


man oi Surope. This time sentiment 
in England demands that Turkey bo 
obliterated. 
The English Govern- 


ment probably will have to agroe to 
tho obliteration, but she will try 
with a!I her might to bloc.k Russian 
ambition.

Balem's Old Market. 


While "the cities of Boston, Chi- 


cago, Indianapolis'and other metro- 
politan places- are today establish- 
ing publio market places 
within 


their confines, at which the farmers 
and marketmen may dispense their 
products direct to the consumer, 
Salem has enjoyed this feature for 
nearly a century. 


To be exact, It was ninety-eight 


years ago that the heirs of Elias 
Basket Derby, one of Salem's lead- 
ing merchants, deeded to the then 
town of Salem his estate for a pub- 
lic market place and town hall, to 
be forever used for that purpose 
by the inhabitants. 


On the land at that time stood 


his mansion, erected in 1739 at a 
cost of some $50.000. In this man- 
sion ho lived from that time on, and 
his heirs, unable to dispose of such 
a costly house, deeded.the property 
to the town for the specific purpose 
of erecting and maintaining, not 
only a market place, market house 
and town ball, but. also a public 
fish market at the head 
of 
the 


wharf which adjoined the estate on 
the South River. 


The mansion itself, designed 
b? 


Samuel Mclntirc. was torn down, 
and portions of its elaborate wood- 
work were used in finishing tha 
mansion of Captain 
Cook, later 


known as the Gen. Henry K. Oliver 
house, still standing on Federal 
street 
' 


Work of erecting a public mar- 


ket house and town hall on the sito 
was started. It was built of brick 
and in the most substantial manner, 
and along colonial lines. The first 
floor contained eighteen flails for 
marke.tmen. while on tlic second 
Poor was the 'own hail. Rr>«li are 
still in use to'i:-y. althonr'i C"n"=id- 
crably. altered, lust cad 
of. 
th» 


eighteen stalls today, two concern* 
occupy the entire first floor. 


While for years the town hall WM 


tho soene of many public affaire of 
moment, in fact, a sort of "Faneull 
Hall" of Salem, and forum of th« 
people, it is today used only semi- 
occasionally for rallies 
and as a 


playstead for one of the local gram- 
mar school basket ball leagues. 
It 


still retains, 
however, In all Its 


original beauty, the beautiful earr- 
ings and scrolls over the doors and 
windows. The brick walls are u 
solid and substantial as the day 
they were built, almost a century 
'ago. 


The .market house section wlui 


completed and opened to the public 
on November 25, 1816. The town 
hall was not, however, finishes, un- 
til later and it was officially dedi- 
cated on July 8, 1517, on the occa- 
sion of a visit to Salem by Presi- 
dent Munroe. The cost of the build- 
ing was $12,000 and it stands prac- 
tically the same as It was at that 
time, except for minor Interior al- 
terations necessitated by the change 
In tenancy of the market section. 
The market house Is surrounded on 
all sides by thoroughfares, which 
makes what is known as "Derby 
square." It was a provision of tha 
gift of tha Derby heirs that thit 
way should be ' kept open for all 
time and utilized by th«' farmer* 
and • hucksters aa a public market 
place for dispensing their products. 


Here, especially on Saturday!, th« 


farmers and hucksters have gath- 
ered (more of the latter than th* 
former in recent years), their wag- 
ons, loaded with fruits and vege- 
tables, meats, fish and other pro- 
visions, presenting a 
picturesque 


sight to the visitor. Thousands of 
people trade -weekly at this pub- 
lic market place. There Is no de- 
livery of merchandise, each buyer 
taking hla own purchases home. 


At night, when the throngs' ar« 


Illuminated by the flaring gasoline 
torches of the traders and the still- 
ness la broken by the strident shouts 
o£ the hawkers calling, "Straw- 
berries, strawberries" or, "The fat- 
feet chickens and turkeys to 
ti» 


found on the fall of the earth at 
only 82 cents per pound," the place 
presents indeed a busy appearance. 


The alien fruit dealer now has en- 


tered these precincts, formerly held 
exclusively by the native Yankee 
son of the soil. In fact, today, tho 
actual farmer who visits the mar- 
ket to dispose of his goods is much 
less in evidence than the more mod- 
ern huckster or hawker who goes 
to the farmer in the outlying dis- 
tricts and there buys up 
apples, 


vegetables and similar products, to 
sell them again. 


In the early day*, when a butch- 


er was what his name Implied, and 
not simply a retailer of 
dressed 


meats, shipped East lit refrigerator 
cars, each firm occupying the old 
market house prepared most of its 
products. 
A big part of the bust- 


ness of some of these early market- 
men was the furnishing o£ the fam- 
ous old Salem ships with their pro- 
visions for voyages to the Far East. 
The wharf fronting on South River 
provided a handy loading place, and 
at the head of thia wharf, shortly 
after tho building of the 
market 


house, was erected the public fish, 
market. While the old building has 
sincij been replaced with a modern 
structure of'brick. It is still main- 
tained for that purpose. Fish also 
forms an Important part of 
the 


open market business. 


Some years ago, when there wai 


an agitation on for a now police sta- 
tion, it was proposed that the old 
market house should be remodeled 
and used for that purpose. Inves- 
tigation by the city legal depart- 
ment, however, disclosed the fact 
that should the city cease to use th« 
building for a market house and 
town hall, not only would title to 
the property revert to the present 
Derby heirs, but also It was prob- 
able that title to the streets sur- 
rounding tho building would legally 
fall to the same parties. The proj- 
ect was abandoned. 


Thus for the past century, and 


for centuries in the future, Salem 
is bound to maintain in the heart 
of its city a public market where 
the people can go to dispose of and 
purchase articles o£ food.
